NORFOLK MAN 


FREED BY JURY 


. MADISON, Neb., Dec. 13.—The 
Jury In Bowers murder case, after 
twenty-two hours of deliberation, 
brought in a verdict of not guilty 
today here. John and Helen Bow- 
ers had been charged with killing 
Clyde Cherrington. 


The state pushed the charge of 


murder in the first degree against 
Bowers, making Mrs. Bowers ac- 
cessory. W. E. Reed, formerly at- 
torney general, defended the Bow- 
ers, charging a conspiracy that was 
meant to end Bowers' 
activity 


against law breakers." He claimed 
that the fatal bullet was not fired 
by Bowers but by another party 
not yet apprehended. 


MADISON, Neb., Oct. 13.—John 


Bowers and Helen Bowers, his 


wife, were acquitted by a jury In 
district court here this afternoon 
of the charge of fatally shooting 
Clyde Cherrington of Norfolk on 
the morning of September 1. The 
Jury was out twenty-two hours. 


The shooting was the result of 


a row at a dance hall near Nor- 
folk in which, it was alleged, sev- 
eral men attacked Bowers, who 
was employed to keep order. As 
he was driving home later he al- 
leged that men in a passing car 
attacked him with "pop" bottles. 
He fired three shots and Chemngr- 
ton, 
who had accepted a ride in 


the other car, was fatally wounded. 
The defense contended that it was 
not Bowers' shot that struck the 
young man.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 13.—The 


American navy has fallen little if 
any below its authorized treaty 
strength and the country should 
"eel no alarm about its fitness, the 
louse appropriation committee de- 
clared today in reporting the an- 
nual navy appropriation bill pro- 
viding funds totalling $290,485,578. 


With the exception of the battle- 


ship Florida, upon which repairs 
tiave been held in abeyance pend- 
ing a decision as to whether or 
•not the vessel will be converted 
Into an oil burner, "no one can say 
that-the 5-5-3 treaty ratio does not 
prevail," the report said. 


Denouncing "self-styled" experts 


for depicting the navy as "retro- 
grading" and "creating the impres- 
sion that our navy prestige is 
"waning." The committee asserted 
the country "need not be alarmed" 
over the present state of the navy. 


"Looking at the situation from 


many influencing angles,' 'the com- 
mittee said, "there need be no mis- 
givings as to our naval forces gen- 
erally in an hour of need."

Samuel Gompers, veteran president 
of the A. P. of L., died here at 4:05 
a. m. this morning. 
Gompers was taken ill in Mexico 


City last Wednesday and rushed to 
the United States. He arrived here 
at 6 p. m. yesterday and altho his 
condition was critical, physicians 
were hopeful that he would re- 
cover. 
He took a turn for the worse 


however, and death resulted this 
morning.

Death occurred 
in

St. 


Anthony hotel, where Gompers was 
taken from the special car in which 
he arrived here/' 
According to Dr. W. S. CockreU, 


his physician who accompanied 
friTii here from Mexico City, said 
Gompers' death was due to a cer- 
tain condition which had been 
acute for about a year and a half 
and which was aggravated by the 
high altitude of the Mexican capital 
where the labor leader had gone to 
attend the pan-American labor con- 
ference. 
. 
At 4:15 a. m., Chester I. Wright, 


press representative of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor came out 
of the sick room and said to news- 
paper men gathered*in the hall: 


"Boys, the chief is gone." 
Failing heart action caused by 


the gruelling trip from Mexico 
City, brought on Gompers' death, 
Wright said. 
In a bulletin issued at 10 p. m. 
Friday last official statement is- 
sued before Gompers' death, the 
consulting physicians declared that 
there had been no change in his 
condition and that there was every 
indication he would spend a com- 
fortable night 
At 2 a. m. however, there was a 


sudden change in the veteran labor 
leaders condition and he sank 
rapidly from that time until his 
death. 


These men—leaders in the labor 


world—every one of them, spoke 
hardly a word. 
They were too moved by the 


death of their chief to talk. 
Silent women in kimonas—mem- 


bers of the A. F. of L., secretaral 
staff—wept silently. Their leader 
was dead. 
At 4:45 a. m., members of the 


executive staff of the A. F. of L. 
met in Secretary Frank Morrison's 
room for a conference and Wright 
announced that an official 
state- 


ment would be made, following the 
conference. 
Gompers made no rational state- 


ments regarding the future of the 
American Federation of Labor be- 
fore his death, according to Wright.

POWER PLANTS AND 


ASSESSED VALUES 


State Board Hears Complaint 


of Blue Eiver Power Company 


Agtinst Rivals in Sa- 


line County. 


The 
state board of assessment 


took under advisement Friday aft- 
ernoon the complaint of the Blue 
River Power company of Seward 
against the assessment of its own 
power plants in Saline county as 
compared with the assessment of 
the power plants of the Crete Mills 
and a plant at Wilber owned by 
Zwonechek & Aksmit Milling com- 
pany. 
- Attorneys for the Blue River com- 
pany alleged its plants are assessed 
at about J100.000 as compared with 
150,000 for the Crete Mills. 


A. L. Johnson of the Crete Mills 


said the evidence will show that 
the Blue River company's plants 
are 
capable of producing about 


twice as much power as his plants. 
When asked if he is selling current 
he said he. has a contract to furnish 
current to the city of. Crete at. 2 1-4 
cents per kilowat for the first 40.- 
000 pel1 month and 2 cents for cur- 
rent In excess of that amount and 
that the requirements of the city 
would be between 50.000 and 60.000 
kilo-wats. He said that is the low- 
est contract ever made in this state 
so far as he knows. His plant will 
install another engine, as it cannot 
depend upon water power. 


P. J. Zwonechek of Wilber said 


his company supplies the city of 
Wilber with current but is unable 
to manufacture this from 
water 


power much of the time and conse- 
quently has to buy current from 
the Continental 
company 
whose, 


transmission lines are near by. HP. 
argued that the very size of the 
spillways and dams of the different 
companies is evidence of cost. He 
said his plant is situated low in 
the valley with a short' and inex- 
pensive dam so built that it per- 
mits water in flood times to go 
around, while the Blue River Pow- 
er company has wider dams to im- 
pound flood water and consequently 
its construction costs more. 


The Blue River Power company 


contends that two of its plants are 
not in use on account of damage 
from floods and that this damage 
occurred last fall and that the oth- 
er companies are not assessed or 
amounts invested in damages paid 
for lands flooded while his company 
is taxed on such outlay.

appeared like a superman. Ball 
playeis have said of him:

at top speed, setting a nerve-rack- 
ing, 
muscle-tearing, tissue-destroy-

When he started his career and 


players realized bis style they said 
he could not go at that pace more 
than a year or two—no man could 
50 longer. They did not think it 
was possible for a human being to 
lo it.

That Nebraska is being looked 


upon with favor in Big Ten circles 
was described by Fred T. Dawson, 
Nebraska coach, who told of his ex- 
periences at the Big Ten and 
Missouri valley schedule meetings. 
His address, coming as the closing 
of a rather extended program, was 
the climax of the speaking, just 
as the demonstration over the ap- 
pearance of Captain Weir was the 
high point in the cheering of the 
enthusiastic and united students. 


Speaking with deliberation and 


great earnestness. Coach Dawson 
denounced stories of disloyalty on 
the field, and paid his respects to 
men who make charges without 
having the proper foundation. He 
wanted it understood that he is 
willing to be criticised for errors 
in tactics. He conceded that the 
fraternities 
have made blunders. 


No fraternity, no organization, and 
no coach is perfect 
When errors 


are made the thing to do is to cor- 
rect them and not make unjust 
charges about a lack of leadership 
He thought it unjust to criticise the 
chancellor and made it clear that 
the coach thinks the head of the 
university should be supported 


The Inside Story. 


Mr. Dawson gave some time to 


the inside story of the work of the 
season. 
He said that alumni of 


the Big Ten, with headquarters in 
Omaha, appointed a man to see the 
officials of the conference regard- 
ing Nebraska's admittance to the 
association. 
Their action was a 


complete surprise to Mr. Dawson 
and other Nebraskans who were 
supposedly on the inside of the sit- 
uation. The most recent develop- 
ment is that the Big Ten has since 
appointed a committee to investi- 
gate admitting Nebraska to the 
conference. 


The speaker said that rumors 


afloat that the relations between 
Nebraska and Notre Dame were 
near a breaking point are absurd. 
Notre Dame held two dates open 
for Nebraska at a time when fif- 
teen other schools were clamoring 
for a date. He had much to say 
about the sportsmanship of sched- 
ule making and the unjust criti- 
cism that comes from people who 
do not understand the task of bal 
ancing a program. 


Schedule Making. 


People have been asking' why 


the Kansas Aggies do not come to 
Nebraska next year and why the 
Huskers are going to play Drake 
on the latter's field. The reason 
foe- scheduling the games as they 
now appear involved sportsman- 
ship more than anything else. Had 
not Nebraska agreed to play Drake 
and the Kansas Aggies away from 
home, the two schools mentioned 
would have had only two home 
games in 1925. Furthermore it was 
not advisable to play the Kansas 
Aggies close to the Aggie-Kansas 
game because of the importance of 
the last named game to the two 
Kansas institutions. A Nebraska- 
Aggie game coming close to the 
Kaggie-Jayhawk battle would spoil 
the season for Bachman's team.
